Patent officials hav e heretofore 
paid bu t little attention to schemes 
for manu factu ring su bstitu tes for 
coal. 
There hav e been many de­ 
v ices and formu las for produ cts 
that wou ld sfrv e as a fu el su bsti­ 
tu te, bu t in most cases they hav e 
been worthless, costing more than 
the av erage coal. 
W ith anthracite 
at $20 a ton, soft coal scarce and 
adv ancing in price and wood on 
the boom in the fu el market, there 
has been a throng of inv estors at 
the patent office with applications 
for patents on all sorts of artificial 
fu el. 
There has also been a ru sh 
of inv entors with plans for cov ert- 
ing grates and bu rners so that they 
may be adopted for fu el oil and 
liqu id su bstitu tes, say s the Wash­ 
ington correspondent of the St. 
Lou is Globe-Democrat. 
A relativ e of Thomas Edison, 
he famou s electrical ex pert, is in 
he field with what is probably the 
most u niqu e scheme to rid the pu b­ 
lic of the bu rdens of the long coal 
strike. 
If his plan shou ld be fou nd 
practical, ev ery hou sewife will be 
able to go ou t into the front y ard 
each morning and gather the chief 
component of the Edison su bsti­ 
tu te for coal. This is nothing more 
3or less than grass. 
The inv entor 
is Simon Ogden Edison, of East 
Orange, 
N. J. 
He promises to 
conv ert the natu ral or dried fiber 
of ail kinds of grasses, grain, corn, 
su gar cane, etc., into artificial fu el. 
E. J. Mead, of Philadelphia, has 
a patent on a plan to make a com­ 
bu stible briqu et from comminu ted 
coal, coke or otber bu rnable ma­ 
terial by the u se of molasses as a 
binding agent. 
Molasses has been 
employ ed for this pu rpose before, 
bu t Ihere are certain objections to 
it, one of which is that it will u su ­ 
ally disintegrate on coming in con­ 
tact 
with 
water 
or moistu re. 
Mead’s process av oids this resu lt 
by heating the molasses when u sed 
as a bind. 
A Baltimore man has a plan for 
u sing sawdu st in a compressed 
brick form su itable for stov es and 
grates, 
A prescription for compou nding 
fu el has been drawn u p by a resi­ 
dent of Fort W orth, Tex ., and he 
claims the produ ct is su perior to 
the best grade of bitu minou s coal, 
and at the 
same 
time is 
far 
cheaper. 
A Chicago man has a process for 
conv erting earth or soil into fu el 
by adding to su ch disintegrated 
material certain qu antities of pitch 
and resin, sawdu st, su lphu ric acid 
and hot water. 
Another scheme 
is to heat coal du st to the point of 
ignition and afterward mix it with 
a paraffin residu m, borax , anti­ 
mony , acetic acid, oil cake meal 
and cru de potash. 
Still another 
recipe for making fu el is an ad­ 
mix tu re of the following: 
Resin, 
tallow, salsoda, alu m, cider v ine­ 
gar, flou r paste, boal du st and saw­ 
du st. 
An inv entor with an economical 
tu rn of mind and a desire to u tilize 
trash, has secu red a patent on a 
coal-making scheme that ou ght to 
appeal to ev ery hou sewife. 
He 
proposes to conv ert floor sweep­ 
ings and the refu se of the ash pits 
and du st box es into fu el. The pro­ 
cess is to grind these materials 
along with charcoal and then mix ­ 
ing oil, BO that the whole mass 
will assu me a consistency of paste. 
This is then molded into shapes 
and dried, after which it is ready 
for the stock.

All day y esterday the church 
was crowded, and able sermons 
were preached by some of the most 
eloquent preachers in the confer­ 
ence, which proved to be beneficial 
to the colored people..

Park s, D. D., of New York city , 
preached the ordination sermon, 
selecting as his text, “ But when 
he saw the multitudes he was 
moved with compassion on them, 
because they 
fainted and were 
scattered abroad lik e sheep having 
no shepherd.”—Matt. 1x136. 
Dr. 
Park s said m part : 
“ The great need of humanity to­ 
day is com¿a-síoa—a fellow feel­ 
ing one for another. 
Sir Launfel 
pitied the unfortunate leper who 
lay in his path begging alms and 
threw him a few shek els of gold, 
but he made no attempt to relieve 
his deplorable condition. 
'^Compassion is a greater force 
than pity or sy mpathy . It is power 
that moves the soul, producing a 
determination to relieve the sufferer. 
It awak ens a k indred spirit in the 
human breast. W ithout this awak en- 
ing it is Impossible to reach the 
masses of our people and to touch 
those finer feelings of the soul, 
thereby bringing out the best qual­ 
ities in man.

It is useless to hold conventions, 
conferences, preach sermons, de­ 
liver lectures upon the condition 
of our people in this country ; un­ 
less we entertain for them a tender, 
compassionate feeling.

ness and selfish state of affairs that 
existed in the Hebrew church when 
the Messiah of Peace made His 
advent into the world was equalled 
by the condition in which our peo­ 
ple found themselves at the close 
of the civil war. 
Think of four 
milJioiis of human beings emanci­ 
pated without a dollar, without 
shelter and even without name— 
in ignorance, poverty and sopersti- 
tion. 
Today we find that the four 
millions have grown to ten mil­ 
lions. 
It is a sad fact, however, 
that the intellectual growth of the 
race has not increased at the same 
encouraging rate as its material 
strength, for of these ten millions 
we are safe in say ing that fully six 
millions are illiterate, the largest 
per cent of this nomber being found 
in the center of population, where

W e have at different times called 
attention to the fact that Sedalia 
needed a canning factory.

the opinion of many that I have 
talked with that no other industry 
started 
on 
comparatively small 
capital would be of so much gen 
etal benefit, as under good man­ 
agement it would not only pay 
good dividends, but would employ 
a large number of hands that sel 
dom obtain employment, give in­ 
creased value to hundreds of acres 
adjacent to the city by paying good 
prices for cannery garden products 
aqd supply Sedalia with the best 
and freshest of canned goods as 
well as other towns and cities, 
thereby attracting and 
keeping 
much of the circulating medium 
wihin the county that otherwise 
goes to other places. 
N ow 
is 
a 
good 
time 
to 
bring 
this 
matter 
once 
again 
before 
our 
people. 
^ It 
should not be deferred until the 
holiday season or spring for obvi 
ous reasons. 
Much preparatory 
work would have to be done for a 
canning factory to make a success 
8 ul start next season, for no matter 
how well equipped with up-to-date 
machinery it might be, unless con 
tracts had been made with local 
gardeners and farmers for hundreds 
of acres of tomatoes, sweet corn, 
peas, beans, asparagus, etc., so 
that a steady and sufficient supply 
would be systematically delivered 
day after day throughout the sea­ 
son, the cannery would be a failure. 
I know, Mr. Editor, that there 
are several 
citizens 
and 
many 
farmers who are desirous that such 
an industry should be started here. 
They have either hoped that some 
'one would come along and make it 
his personal business venture or 
have waited to be asked to join in 
making a co-operative effort to es­ 
tablish such an industry. 
It may be well to give a few facts 
and figures, so that some of both 
« classes who have a few hundreds 
lying idle may realize that there is 
profit both in the business of a can­ 
nery and in raising garden truck 
for it. 
For instance, we w ill take 
tomatoes for an example, as there 
is no county in the United States 
that can or does raise finer toma* 
toes than Pettis county. 
H ow many plants to the acre is 
desirable? 
About 2,300, 
What is the average yield per 
acre? One plant should yield about 
one peck during the season, or 575 
bushels to the acre. 
W e will be 
very conservative and say from 250 
to 400 bushels per acre. 
W hat price do they bring at the 
factory? 
Twenty-five cents per 
bushel, or from $50 to |8 o to the 
acre. 
How many No. 3 cans will one 
bushel produce? 
Twelve to six 
teen. 
The latter number if the 
tomatoes are of fine quality. 
From these few items it can be 
seen that both the farmer and the 
citizen with spare money should 
be 
interested 
enough 
to

some action. 
I am not thinking 
of starting a canning factory my­ 
self, but have given the subject
